states. 

Inasmuch as the Supreme Court of 
the United States has decided that 
the mining of coal is an intrastare 
matter and subject solely to che 
jurisdiction of the states’ except, of 
course, in time of war, the duty of 
the states to express their autonomy 
and do what the Federal Govern- 
ment cannot do will be emphasized. 

Such a step might have the effect 
of breaking up the miners’ union al- 
together and for that reason will 
not even be suggested only as a last 
resort.

Chairman Hooper of 
the Labor Board has held in- 
formal conferences with some 
railway executives, but these 
have had no results and are now 
at an end. 

“Since the strike was called, 
the so-called question of ‘senior- 
ity rights’ has arisen and has 
now become one of importance. 

“The public should be fully 
and clearly advised of what is 
involved in this question of 
‘seniority rights.’ Seniority is 
based on length of continuous 
service and determines who has 
the right to work. In every 
railway shop there is a list of 
men whose names appear in the 
order of their length of service, 
those oldest in point of service 
being at the top of the list, those 
newest in the service at the bot- 
tom. On most railways there 
are not enough places now for 
all the men employed and all 
who struck. If, therefore, the 

_ strikers should all be allowed to 
go back to work with their for- 
mer seniority rights, many of 
the men now at work would 
have to be laid off. Further- 
more, in periods when shops are 
not being run to their capacity, 
the position on the seniority list 
determines what men shall be

Interest Rate 2.79 Per Cent. 

It is estimated that a total amount 
paid by the Ford corporation by 
amortization during the 100-year 
period would be only $4,368,398, and 
the rate of interest paid by. Ford on 
the money provided by the Treasury 
is shown to be 2.79 per cent rather 
than 4 per cent. 

The statement is made that the 
Government cannot afford to enter 
into “the loaning business at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers and for the 
enrichment of a great corporation 
that under the very terms of its of- 
fer will be beyond the regulation of 
either Federal or State authority.” 

On the question as to whether the 
steam plant at Gorgas, Ala., should 
be included among the properties to 
be disposed of at Muscle Shoals, the 
report says, in part: 

“It is quite apparent that since 
ample power now exists at Muscle 
Shoals there is no object in the Gov- 
ernment retaining its interest in the 
steam plant at Gorgas. It has no 
connection whatever with the per- 
manent use and operation of the 
plant at Muscle Shoals. * © ®* It 
would be wise for the Government 
to reclaim that part of the trans- 
mission line that runs from Waco 
quarry to Muscle Shoals, in order 
that power may be transmitted from 
Muscle Shoals to the quarry for the 
operation of the machinery there. 
Outside of this, there has been no 
reason given by anyone why the 
Gorgas plant should be retained by 
the Government: It ought to sell its 
interest in that plant and it is quite 
apparent that the Alabama Power 
Co. can afford to pay more for the 
Government's interest in this plant 
than any other concern, and it is im- 
material whether that part of the 
contract with the Alabama Power 
Co,, providing for a sale to that com- 
pany, is illegal or not. The Govern- 
ment should make the sale and 
should insist on securing a fair price 
for the value of its interest.” 

Attitude of Some Attacked. 

Regarding Senator Norris’ Dill 
proposing Government development 
and operation for the Muscle Shoals 
projects, the report contains a ref- 
erence to the attitude of Senator® 
who, it says, are seemingly ‘‘deter- 
mined to turn this property over to 
Mr. Ford or absolutely prevent its 
develcpment by anyone.”

‘Marguerite Martyn Says Women 
Are Not to Blame and Sug- 
gests Remedy for “Un- 
fair Situation.”

HE annual recurrence of com- 
T plaints against the rule that 

gentlemen must keep their 
coats on, whatever the temperature, 
in certain public places, restaurants, 
public libraries and elsewhere, is at 
hand. 

Letters from thé People and Just 
a Minute are publishing their usual 
quota of these complaints. 

Always the complainant seems to 
imply that women somehow are to 
blame. fer the convention demanding 
the coat and the enforcement of the 
regulation.
